THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 


Six Hours Time to Pack ap and Get 
Out, 

Lonpon, May 1.— The startling news 
which comes from St. Petersburg through 
the Berlin correspondent of the Standard, 
annotincing.the ordez for all foreign or alien 
Jews to quit the Russian capital within six 
hours, causes a profound impression here. 
Some are even disposed to attach a signifi- 
cance to the fact of such a decree being pro- 
mulgated just after the fall of the Beacons- 
fieid ministry, and contend thatit is but 
one of the rerults of the withdrawal of a 
cabinet that exercised a restraint ever the 
Muscovite bruin. The chief of this cabine:, 
bering of Hebrew origin, would naturally be 
disposed to regard such a decree of expul- 
sion. of the Jews in a serious light. No rea- 
sons have been given for this summary or- 
der, and as the Siandard remarks, the state- 
ment seems to be hardly credible. 

The Times this morning publishe3 a dis- 
patch from Odessa, the chief city of the 
Crimea, which shows that there is a deep 
feeling against the Jews there. The dis- 
patch bears the date of April 27, and is as 
follows: 

“Statements of various kinds have ap- 
peared in the Russian and foreign newspa- 
pers about the part taken by the Hebrew 
subjects of the czar in the plots of the ex- 
treme section of the nihilists, In most 
cases only theories have been propounded 
and the facts have been exceedingly meagre. 
In the north of Russia, where the Jews en-
